Eight persons were killed on the 
highway s during May in the 14- 
county Southeast Missouri patrol- 
ed by Troop E, according to Capt.

Madrid, and Pemiscot counties. 
6 45 Accidents 
For May , there were 168 acci­ 
dents, making a total of 645 for 
the y ear. Pemiscot County led 
with 29 for last month. Scott had 
11, Stoddard 17, New Madrid 18 , 
and Mississippi eight. 
Wallis’ monthly reports shows 
138 injuries in the 168 accidents 
and 466 injuries for the y ear on 
Southeast 
Missouri’s 
highway s. 
Twelve persons were hurt in Stod­ 
dard County , 10 in Scott, nine in 
New Madrid and two in Missis­ 
sippi. 
P r o p e r t y damage for M a y 
amounted to $113,340, making the

Stoddard 
showed a loss of $8 ,38 5, Scott $7,-

fatalities for this y ear, said the 
major cause of about 20 of those 
deaths was too much speed and he 
urged caution in driving at ex ces­ 
sive rates.

The jury 's 3,000 word report, de­ 
livered to Federal Judge George 
H. Moore, directed particular crit­ 
icism at AFL Teamsters Local 68 8 , 
Missouri's largest local with about 
10.000 members. 
It drew a q uick blast from H ar­ 
old J. Gibbons, secretarv-treasurer 
of the local who is under federal 
indictment for allegedly making 
false financial reports to the U.S. 
Secretary of Labor. 
Termed Smear J ob 
Gibbons termed the jury report 
a “smear job on 68 8 in order to 
defeat the efforts of our union to 
bring decent working conditions to 
the men and women we represent 
in St. Louis.” 
Several times in its report, the 
grand jury said certain matters 
cited were not within its jurisdic­ 
tion because interstate commerce 
was not involved and that no fur­ 
ther investigation was planned. 
The jury said however that a 
number of internal revenue viola­ 
tions have been indicated by the 
investigation. 
“ According to evidence received 
by this grand jury in its inq uiry 
into federal crim e,” the jury said, 
“certain unions have attempted to 
take the law into their own hands 
like the goon sq uads of many y ears 
ago.” 
J ury Astonished 
Regarding the handling of funds 
of various unions, the report said: 
“The grand jury is astonished 
at the inadeq uate control ex ercised 
over the ex penditure of union funds 
in many cases, and the very loose 
accounting thereof.” 
The jury said it found evidence 
that firms employ ing over 1,000 
men and women had in recent 
months decided to leave the St. 
Louis area. It also noted there are 
50,000 jobless workers in the area 
and that it has been placed on the 
U. S. Labor Department’s critical 
employ ment area list. 
“The 
reason 
most 
freq uently 
given." the jury said, “was the 
inability to accede to the demands 
of Local 68 8 and still remain com­ 
petitive ” 
The jury said the principal com­ 
plaints were a five-y ear guaran­ 
teed contract for employ es and a 
“hot cargo” clause which forbids 
handling of material from a sup­ 
plier struck by any union. 
Gibbons charged that Max H. 
Goldschein, special assistant to the 
attorney general from Washington, 
hbd been sent to St. Louis to “do 
a smear job on 68 8 ." Goldschein 
and William K. Stanard II, special 
assistant to the U. S. attorney , 
have directed the invesgitation. 
“This whole grand jury report 
reflects the continued efforts of 
Goldschein to carry out his sm ear 
assignment,” Gibbons said. “There 
is no truth in any of the accusa­ 
tions made against Local 68 8 .”
